when I had done, not only on one or 
two Patients, but a good many, and

Teeth, as well as the Eyes in particular, 
I was ſo well and thoroughly convinc'd 
of its ſurpriſing Efficacy, even after all 
other Means had fail'd, in finding 
every one of them to ſucceed and an- 
ſwer in every Reſpect, what in the fol- 
lowing Relation, he has ſaid of it, 
that I could not forbear, nay, thought 
it my Duty, to make the ſame more 
publickly known to the World, than I 
could find had been done, ſo ſufficient- 
ly, as it delerv'd. 
The Firſt Diſcovery, by all that 
we can learn, of this moſt wonderful 
Application, was made by one Mon-- 
ſieur Paris, in his Time, a noted 
Trench Doctor of Phyſick, of the Fa- 
culty of Rheims, a Surgeon of the long 
Robe, and a Profeſſor, and was com-

of its being kept on, and digeſted off, 
the common Cauſtic Stone, not opera- 
ting on all People alike, but proceeds 
with great Uncertainty, as well as 
great Pain to many; the Inconvenien- 


cies of which put me upon contriving 


a more eaſy, a more certain, and yet a 
more efficacious Cauſticꝶ than the Com- 
mon One, and which, by being rightly 
applied, and well guarded, and for a 


| particular {et Time to be continued on, 
will perform the Operation with Safety, 


and with but little Pain or Trouble, 
without ſpreading about, or eating in, 
to the Bone, which the common Cau- 


ftick Stone is apt to do, in many Peo- 


ple, eſpecially thoſe whoſe Skin is ten- 
der, and of a ſoft fine Texture, to the 
leaving the Bone bare, and perhaps 
foul, as it has oftentimes been the 


Caſe, to the occaſioning more Trou- 
ble

ble and Miſchief, than perhaps Succeſs 
to the Patient: For this Reaſon it is, 
that I never make Uſe of the common 
Cauſtick Stone, but of a ſafe, mild, 
and yet perfectly ſure and efficacious 
Cauſtick, which I prepare myſelf ; nor 


do but ſeldom make Application of 


even my own Cauſtick, in Diſtempers 
either of the Head, Eyes, Ears, or 
Teeth, but with the Ute at the ſame 
Time of a certain, ſafe, and vaſtly 
efficacious Liquid, I prepare, to be 
ſnuffed up the Noſtrils, as Occaſion 

requires, both during the Operation 
of the Cauſtick, and the Diſcharge by 
it afterwards, as it never fails to atte- 
nuate or thin the Humours, and fit 
them for their more eaſy and ready 
Evacuation. And as the following 
Account of the ſaid Monſieur Belloſte, 
concerning this Operation, may give 
Encouragement to raw and over- bold 
Practitioners, for making the Attempt 
on all People alike, with the common 
 Gauſtick Stone, without the previous 
and neceſſary Diſtinction, to the Detri-

ought not, in Juſtice to them, to relate 


what he has ſaid of it, (which I ſhall 
do Verbatim, from the Enghjh Tran- 
ſlation of his Book) till I — firſt given 
the aboveſaid Caution; and the more, 
by Reaſon his Directions concerning 
oe Application and Management of 
the Operation of it, being general, are 
in ſeveral Particulars deficient : But 
yet with good Caution and Care, and 
the Uſe, at the ſame Time of the Li- 
741d I have mention'd, (and which, 
by the Way, I muſt obſerve, I have 
uſed Times out of Mind, by itſelf, 
with abundant and even amazing Suc- 


ceſs, without the Uſe of the Cauftick, 
in many of the common Diſorders of 


the Head, Ears, Eyes, Sc.) there is 
not any Diſtemper, tho? ever ſo invete- 
rate, of the Head, Face, &c. or any 
Diſorder or Defect of the Sight hardly 
known, but what will, in — good 


Reſpect or other, yield to it; therefore 


let all thoſe, who are ſo unhappy as to 


ſtand in Need of it (tho? they have tried 


all other Methods and Means, Manual 


or alleine, or r both, by the moſt _ 
KKilful |

ſkilful and unexceptionable Artiſts) not 


deſpair, but make Uſe of it, on all 
the aforeſaid Occaſions, tho? believ'd 


by them to be incurable ; which when 


they have done in the Perfection and 
true Management of the Operation, 
and ſhould not find, at leaſt, ſome ap- 
parent Relief by it, then it may too 
truly be ſaid of * People, that their 
Caſt is indeed incurable, _ 

The ſaid Monſieur Belloſte, in his 
Chapter of the Diſeaſes of the Eyes, 
&c. begins and goes on thus, viz, 

It is, ſays he, paſt all Diſpute, that 
the Perfection of Health, conſiſts in a 
free Circulation of the Fluids, they ha- 
ving no vicious Intermixture that is ca- 
pable of an an Alteration in 
them. 

It is no leſs certain, that when a 
Plethora prevails, or the Liquors are 
too thick, the Circulation is ſluggiſh 
in both theſe Caſes, Impediments and 
Obſtructions will be form'd in the mi- 
nute Capillary Veſſels. 

When the Nature of the Liquors is 


alter'd by Diſſolution, and they are ren- 
| dred 
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of 

q dred too fluid, they are impell'd with 

15 Rapidity againſt the weaker, and more 

. delicate Parts, and ſo they load and 

if 1 embarraſs them. 

. When the ſame Juices become ea- 

"i ger, ſaline, and pungent, they will ir- 

44 ritate and contract the Fibres, and in- i 


flame the very ſenſible Parts. 

This is the Idea, which I have for- 
med of the Cauſe of moſt Diſcaſes of 
the Eyes, which I look upon as the 
moſt delicate, the moſt weak, the 
moſt ſenſible, and the moſt expoſed 
Parts of the Body. - 
The Veſſels which are diſtributed in 
the Globe, and in the Muſcles of the 
Eye, are exceeding fine and minute. 

Now when a Plethora has repleted 

or fill'd theſe very ſmall Veſſels of the 
Eye, and its Parts ; the whole becomes 
charged, tumefied, and diſtended ; 
Tears, being the moſt fluid Part of 
the Liquors, are ſqueezed out by the 
Compreſſion they ſuffer, and a heavy, 
dull, tenſive Pain is felt.

Nouriſhment to the Part, an Atrophy 
of the Eye muſt enſue, by which it 
will be, by Degrees, utterly conſum'd, 
as I have ſeen it, and this for Want of 
its receiving proportionate Nouriſh- 
ment, or thro? a Privation thereof from 
Obſtruction. 
When the Blood is too much diſ- 
ſolv'd, the Eyes grow large, and glare, 
with a moderate Degree of Pain; and 
laſtly, when the Blood is eager, ſaline, 
and pungent, it cauſes Irritations, the 
Irritations cauſe Contract ions, the Con- 
tractions cauſe Obſtructions, Extrava- 
ſations and Inflammations, which pro- 
duce a Multitude of conſequent Symp- 

toms. | 
There is a vaſt Number of other 
Kinds of Diſeaſes, which the Eyes are 
ſubject to, but they having but little 
to do with my Subject, thoſe who are 
willing to inform themſelves of them, 
may have recourſe to the Authors who 
have written about them. And ſucb as 
are curious therein, cannot be more ra- 
tionally, and more intelligibly inform'd, 
(in the Opinion of the Tranſcriber of this 
„ Nar- 
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Narration, who is regular in the Facul- 
ty, as well of Phyſick as Surgery) than 


by their reading 'what the Learned and 


Clebrated Dr. Taylor has ſaid in his 


Treatiſe of the Eyes, lately publiſÞ/d by 


him. 


When Defluxions of the Eyes are 


obſtinate, and of long Continuance, 
there is Danger that they will form an 


Obſtruction in the Pupil, and — 


a Cataract. 

When the Blood and the Liquors 
are convey*d to the Eyes in great Quan- 
tities, and are impeded, compreſs'd, 


or obſtructed in their Return; then the 


Eyes will increaſe in Size, and will 
ſtand out of the Orbit: This is call'd 
the Ox- Eye. 

In Difrders of theſe Kinds, Re- 
courſe is ever had to Diet, Bleeding, 
and external Applications, as Collyria, 


Velicatories, Plaiſters, Cupping, Sc. 


yet I have often remark*d, that theſe 
Operations and Applications, how ju- 
diciouſly ſoever they may be deſign'd, 


do not work a Cure, but the Patient is 


left 
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left to languiſſi out a tedious Time, in 


vain Expectance of Relief. 


Theſe Conſiderations, and a Princi- 
ple of Charity, oblige me to impart 
to the Publick, what I learned in my 
Youth, from a Maſter-Surgeon at Pa- 
71s, no leſs eminent for his Skill, than 
for his excellent Qualities. His Name 
was M. Paris, he was a Doctor of 


Phyſick, of the Faculty of Rheims, a 


Surgeon of the Long Robe, and a 
FC Fe | 
Having the Honour to be at that 


Time one of his Pupils, he took me 


along with him one Day, to ſee a Pa- 


tient of his, who had an acute Fever, 


which ſo affected his Brain, that he be- 
came Lethargick : At the ſame Time 
that he preſcrib'd for him, he gave 
me Orders to lay on behind each Ear 
of the Patient, a Semi-Circle of the 
Cauſtick Stone, which I did according 

to his Inſtructions. _ 1 
I perceived, much to my Surprize, 
that the Patient recover'd his Senſes 
that ſame Day, and as the Eſcarr ſepa- 
rated, and the Suppuration _ 
the

the Difeafe abated, and he ſoon reco- 
verd. Ro 

1 exprefs'd my Surprize to my great 


Maſter, telling him, That tho“ I had 


been contern'd . Practice Nine or Ten 


Tears, and bad made ſeveral Campaigns 


and Voyages, yet I never had ſeen this 
Operation. Whether it was out of 


| Modeſty, or for ſome other Reaſon, 


he laid no Claim to the Invention; 
but bid me confidently have Recourſe 


to it in all Diſorders of the Head : 


Above all, ſays he, remember that it 
3 a ſovereign Remedy in Diſeaſes of 


the Eyes, the Tezth, and the Ears, but 
eſpecially the Eyes: Try it the firſt 


Time you have an Opportunity, and 
you'll be convinc'd of the Truth of it. 
Alcho' he did not explain to me the 


ways kept the Thing ſtrong in my 


Memory, till T had an Occafton of put. 
ting it in Practice at Lisſerne, in 1666, 


being at that Time Surgeon- Major to 
his Royal Highneſs, now King of Si- 
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three Weeks, when asking the Lad 


1151 
T had then the Satisfaction of obſer- 
ving the good Effects which it pro- 
duc'd, in a great Number of different 
Diſorders. : | 
But when I was Surgean-Major to the 
KING of FRANCE, at the Hoſpi- 


tal of Briancon, in 1691, or 1692, I 


met with a Caſe, which well delerves 
Notice, and ſhould never be forgotten. 

A young Soldier came to the Hoſ- 
pital, having the Ball of one Eye en- 
tirely conſumed, infomuch that a large 


Hazel-Nut might with Eaſe have 


been plac'd in the Orbit, which ſeem'd 
to have nothing in it, fave a little Spot 
of red Fleſh at the Bottom. This na- 
turally befel him, no external Harm 
having in the leaſt contributed there- 
unto. — 
After a careful Enquiry into his 
Complaint, I order'd a young Fellow 
to perform the Operation behind both 
Ears, without ſparing the Skin; and 
this with an Intent of preſerving the 
Eye that remain'd. 1 
I thought no more of the Patient for 


con; 
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concerning him, he told me he was 


very well, and that was all. 1 had 


the Curioſity to go ſee him, fo the 


Boy brought me into the Ward, and 
ſhew'd me a Soldier who had two 
found Eyes, which made me tell the 
Boy, This is not the Man : The Patient 
1 want to ſee, has but one Eye. 

The Soldier anſwer'd, Sir, I am 


the Man; but I could rare believe 


him before I had examin'd his Ears, 
which gave me ſufficient Teſtimony of 
the Operation's having been tens. 
The Wounds were ſtill open, and 
I was convinced, to my very great 
Surprize and Satis action, that he was 
the ſame Man, whom I had ſeen but 


a ſhort Time before, in ſo miſerable a 


Condition. 

He return'd ſoon after to his Regi- 
ment, and as often as he march'd thro? 
Briancon, the poor Creature would be 
ſure to return me a Thouſand hearty 


Thanks. I ſhould be very cautious 
of giving Credit to ſo unlikely a Story 


as this, whoever ſhould tell it me; 
however, it is a real Truth, and the 
whole 
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whole Hoſpital were Witneſſes of 


It, 


I have, ſince that Time, perform'd 
the ſame Operation, with great Confi- 
dence, on a Multitude of Occaſions, 


and never without Succeſs ; and confi» 


dering with myſelf, by what Means 
theſe Drains ſhould produce ſo falutary 
an Effect, I obſerv'd that the Backſide 
of the Ears is an Emunctory of the 
Brain, and conſequently a Part liable 
to Obſtructions, conſidering the fine- 
neſs of the Veſſels, and the Aptneſs of 
the Emunctories to be charged with 


Humours, in Indiſpoſitions where 


whatever oppreſſes and over- charges 


Nature, is, in Part, depoſited in the 


Glands, and the excretory Canals. 
There paſſes behind each Ear a large 
Branch of the Carotid Artery, which 
ſends Branches to the Globe of the Eye, 
to the Muſcles, and the neighbouring 
Parts: This is the only Veſſel here- 
abouts, that is of any Size. 
Now let the Eyes be attack'd in any 
Manner whatever; for Example, by 


a Plethorg of the Part; by a Dryneſs, 
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when the Veſſels are obſtructed; or 


when the ſharp Humours occaſion Irri- 
tations, or Inflammations: This Ope- 


ration will anſwer every End; by cau- 
terizing the Veſſels, it E l the too 
abundant Courſe of the Liquors, and 


the Pain which the Operation Cauſes, 
makes a Salutary Revulſion, which di- 
verts the Flux of the Liquids: The 
Veſſels of the Part being divided by 
the Burning, the Obſtructions are de- 
ſtroy'd, and the Pain giving a Shock 
and impetuous Motion to the Spirits, 
ſuffices to remove the Stoppage of the 
Tubes, which muſt open and dilate, 


receiving at the ſame Time the Li- 


quors, Which having regain'd their 
Courſe, the Atrophy muſt terminate, 
and the Humours of the Eye be re- 


pair'd, for want of which, they were 
before conſumed. 


When the Eyes are charg'd and 
ſoak'd with ſharp, acid, and ſaline 
Humours, nothing is more ſerviceable 


than this Operation, for as J have ob- 
ſerv'd, it forthwith checks the impe- 
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+ tuous Courſe of the Liquors, and the 


Patient feels immediate Relief. 
But as the Eſcarr comes gradually to 


rot, diſſolve, and ſuppurate, the Pus, 


which 1s generated, and which proceeds 
from dead Fleſh, is purulent, fetid, 
and Harp. | 
But as Things of a like Nature do 
eaſily join and unite, all the little Bran- 
ches of the Veſſels, which were lacera- 
ted by the Cauſtic, having their 


Mouths open'd in the Suppuration of 


the Eſcarr, do depoſite all that is viſ- 


cous, acrid and ſaline, among their 


Contents, in the Wound, which is 


moiſten*d with a Juice of the like Na- 


ture; and thus large and beneficial Sup- 


purations are often produced. 


It appears from hence, that the 
Blood, which 1s at that Time carried 
to the Eyes, will be depurated, filtred, 


and from acrid and acid, become ſweet 


and balſamick, which is alone ſufficient 
for the Cure. Whether this Mechani- 
cal Rationale of the Matter, which 
would well admit of a better Illuſtra- 
tion, be juſt, or whether the Effect be 

C-2 per- 
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perform'd after ſome other Manner 
this at leaſt is certain, that Eyes entirely 
loſt and conſumed, may be reſtored, 
and Guttæ Serene cured by this Opera- 
tion, as it happen'd not long ſince to a 
i Prieſt, on whom it was perform'd by 
| M. Calcan, a Maſter Surgeon of Tu- 


i rin. This Man's Eye was fair and 
ſound to all Appearance, yet was it [ 
| utterly depriv'd of the viſive Faculty; | 
ſ notwithſtanding in a ſhort Time it was | 
| perfectly reſtored by Vertue of this | 

Operation. [ 


Suppoſing Nature's Mechanical Way 
of Acting to be ever ſo much involv'd 
in Obſcurity, as in this Caſe it is, and R 
that there 1s no poſſibility of explaining i 


it, without making all one can ſay or | 
write about it, liable to be cenſur'd F 


and rejected; yet does not this a Jot 
diminiſh the Value of the Effects which 
her Goodneſs produces, nor take off, 
in the leaſt, from the Eſteem of the 
Operation: This is not the only In- 
ſtance in which we are ſenſible enough 
of an Effect, whole Cauſe 1s to us in- 
explicable.

Nothing carries a greater Reſem- - 
- blance of a Miracle, than the Succeſs 
of this petty Operation, which reſtores 
Sight to Eyes entirely conſumed and 
dried up; diſſipates a Gutta Serena, 
which has ever been regarded as incu- 
rable; hinders the Progreſs of a Be- 
1 ginning Cataract, and deſtroys it, 
: tho? it be already form'd in the Pupil. 
. It ſpeedily abates Pain, and entirely 
takes it off in a ſhort Time: It diſſi- 
pates Defluxions, Inflammations, Opi- 
lations, and Suffuſions of the Eyes, 
without the Aſſiſtance of any other Re- 
medy; this is what I have experienc*d 
a Multitude of Times, and my Bro- 
ther Surgeons, to whom I have com- 
: municated it, know it full well, they 
F having practis'd it with the ſame Suc- 
ceſs, as well as myſelf, on diverſe Oc- 
caſions; and I believe that no Man 
ever did ſo, before me, in this Coun- 
try: This Operation may, in Caſe of 
n Neceſſity, be perform'd with an Iron 
Inſtrument, it would then be ſooner 
| done, and would be leſs painful, and 
leſs burthenſome. : 
t 
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Ic would draw out the Blood, which 
might very likely produce a better Ef. 
fect, by being diſcharged near the Part 
afflicted, than if it were drawn from 
the Arms and Feet: And indeed if 


the Malady aroſe from too great an 


Abundance of Blood alone, convey'd 
to the Part too copiouſly, the Relief 
would be ſpeedy and beneficial, as 
likewiſe in Soporous Diſorders ; but 


excluding theſe Cafes, I find that the 


Pain which laſts ſome Time after the 


Cauſticꝶk has wrought its Effect, is a 


very ſpeedy Remedy ; for I have ob- 
ſerved on many Occaſions, that a good 
Part of the Pains were gone, when the 
Cauſticł had perform'd its Operation. 
The Operation by the Cauſtict, fur- 


niſhes a longer and a more copious

The Wounds made by it, keep 
open much longer, and the afflicted 
Part may diſembarraſs itſelf at Leiſure : 
The Suppuration and the Rottenneſs 
of the Eſcarr, have a Kind of Attrac- 
tive Quality, whereby they ſuck out 


from the lacerated Tubes, and wounded 
Glands,

Glands, the viſcous Juices, which in- 
ſtead of being conducted as they were 
before, to the Part aggrieved, are 


conſtrain*d to unite with the eager and 
viſcous Ferments of the diſſolv'd Eſ- 


carr, and the Pus, which 1s contain'd 


in the extent of the Wound. 

For the Cauſtict opening the Glands, 
and a great Number of Veſſels, the 
Humours are, as it were urged to take 
their Courſe that Way, and be diſchar- 
ged. 

For theſe Reaſons, I prefer a Cau- 
ſtick before an Iron Inſtrument in the 
Operation, for Diſeaſes of the Head and 
Eyes. 

And if we conſider the Effect, 
which the Cauſtick produces, and re- 
flect a little on the Obſervations which 
J have laid down, we muſt agree, that 
it is, in its Nature, preferable to an 
Tron Inſtrument on all Occaſions, where 


the Uſe of ſuch an Application is ſer- 


viceable. 

Motte, The latter Part of what has 
hitherto been writ, is from the aforeſaid 

Monſieur Belloſte.

The ſaid Author recommending the 
drawing of Blood, by the Uſe of the Iron 
Inſtrument, as moſt neceſſary in Sopo- 
rous Diſeaſes (as to be ſure it will give 
more ſpeedy and beneficial Relief) yet 
as he after all prefers the Cauſtick to he 
| ſaid Iaſtrument, it would be of abſolute 
Neceſſity; that Blood was drawn more 
copiouſly in ſuch than in moſt other Diſ- 
eaſes, particularly in Apoplectical Fits 
and Caſes ; therefore the beſt Way of 
doing that, will be by opening the Tem- 
poral Artery, inſtead of the Vein in 
the Arm, or any other Part; and this 
IJ am convinc'd, as well from Reaſon, 
as what I have read in a late Author, 
is the quickeſt, and moſt ſure and cer- 
tain Way, to give Relief to the Patient, 
on ſuch deſperate and dangerous Occa- 
ſions, and in all likelihood would, if 
the Operation was timely perform'd, be 
a Means of ſaving many a Life, which, 
for waat of it, has been loft ; but by the 
Bleeding from that Artery, and the Ap- 
plication of the Cauſtick, as ſoon after as 
poſſible, it is the moſt Rational Way 


of * and will be found the 
moſt

moſt {ure Way of Practice, both to pre- 
vent and cure in Apoplectical Fits and 
Caſes; and would alſo cure Lethar- 
gles, and Epilepſies; and as far as can 
poſſibly be judg'd before trying, by 
the Nature of thoſe Diſeaſes, and of 
the Efficacy of the Operation and Diſ- 
charge thereby, it may alſo bring to 
heir * Senſes People, who are ſo unhappy 
as to be under the moſt violent and ſe- 
vere Mania's, at leaſt the Trial thereof, 
cannot poſſibly, in any Reſpect, be of 
Diſſervice. 

And here, before I leave off, T can't 
but in Juſtice acknowledge, that the 
firſt Hint I ever had of the Succeſs by 
the Practice of Arteriotomy, or draw- 
ing away Blood by the Temporal Ar 
_ tery inſtead ofthe Arm, and particu- 
larly in Apoplectical Caſes, was from 
the reading an ingenious Treatiſe I met 


with, dedicated to the College of Phy- 
ſicians, writ, and lately publiſh'd by
